The approach of Wednesday, March 1

Troubles have at last begun to subside. A few 
years ago the recent exchange of visits by the 
Prime Ministers of Northern Ireland and the 
Republic of Ireland would have been unthinkable. 
Yet Capt. Terrence O’Neill and Sean Lem&ss 
met in Belfast in January and in Dublin last 
month, the first time in 42 years the heads of 
governments of the two lands had exchanged 
greetings. This was possible, perhaps, because 
both leaders are moderates and they both speak 
for a consensus of their people. 
Lemass has condemned guerrilla warfare and 
outlawed the Irish Republican Army. In the 
elections in Eire four years ago the nationalist 
Sinn Fein party failed to elect a single member 
of Parliament. Similarly, Capt. O’Neill’s par­ 
ticipation in the talks with Lemass was sup­ 
ported by Orangemen and businessmen north 
of the 
border, 
though 
it was attacked by 
Protestant fanatics. 
The Republic still claims the six northern coun­ 
ties. Northern Ireland still pays fealty to the 
United Kingdom. But the poisons of decades are 
draining away. 
The recent return to Dublin of the body of Sir 
Roger Casement by Great Britain was another 
step toward conciliation. Sir Roger was from 
the north but he was a hero of the Rebellion 
in World War I and was hanged by the British 
as a traitor. Though a Protestant in life, Case­ 
ment’s state funeral and reburial was preceded 
by a solemn Requiem Mass in Dublin’s Roman 
Catholic Cathedral.

UNEMPLOYMENT BENEFITS IN PROSPERITY 
P r e s id e n t 
Johnson has said on several 
occasions 
that m o d ern iza tio n of the na­ 
tio n ’s 
unemployment 
c o m p e n sa tio n 
system would be an important part of his anti- 
poverty program. The budget analysis sent to 
Congress on Jan. 25 pointed out that “ No 
federal legislation to improve this insurance 
system has been enacted in the last 10 years 
and, in many states, the coverage and dura­ 
tion of benefits are inadequate.” The system now 
covers less than two-thirds of the labor force, 
and its benefit payments are said to amount to 
only one-fourth of wages lost through unem­ 
ployment. 
Organized labor, which has long been pushing 
for increased unemployment insurance benefits, 
considers the present time politically favorable 
to press the fight. Nelson Cruikshank, veteran 
A.F . L. - C. I. O. specialist in social welfare 
matters, told a meeting of state government of- 
fic ials last October that the labor movement was 
“ deadly serious” in demanding improved job­ 
less benefits. The A. F. L.-C. I. O. executive 
co,un(L 
reiterated its stand in a statement in 
miu-1* ebruary reminding the President of his 
“expressed concern . . . over the condition of 
the unemployment insurance system.” 
Leading business organizations appear to be 
waiting for Johnson to submit specific rec­ 
ommendations to Congress before they ex­ 
press their views. Management’s position, how­ 
ever, has been made clear in earlier debate 
over jobless benefit changes: it adamantly op­ 
poses 
any change which would strengthen 
the power of the federal government to influence 
the provisions of state unemployment benefit 
programs. 
The 
unemployment 
insurance 
system was 
established under the Social Security Act of 


1935 — the same law that created the system 
of old-age benefits. Whereas old-age insurance 
was organized on a strictly national basis, un­ 
employment insurance was instituted onastate- 
bv-state basis within the broad scope of certain 
criteria. The federal government serves a s 
• 
banker for the programs of the individual 
states, which maintain separate accounts in 
a special U. S. Treasury fund. The federal gov­ 
ernment pays the administrative costs of the 
system from the proceeds of a federal tax on 
covered employers. 
A major consequence of the multi-state form of 
the unemployment insurance system is that each 
state has developed its own tax and benefit 
schedules, which over the years have become 
increasingly complex and diversified. Another 
ma jor consequence is that, because the insurance 
risk is spread only statewide rather than na­ 
tionwide, 
the 
states 
have had differing ex­ 
periences in maintaining the solvency of their 
programs. 
In bad years the reserve funds of some states, 
generally those with large numbers of jobless 
workers, have approached bankruptcy. Congress 
established a loan fund in 1954 to help states 
meet their benefit obligations in emergencies. 
Nevertheless, it has found it necessary twice 
since then (in 1958 and in 1961) to enact tempor­ 
ary legislation to help the states extend the dura­ 
tion of benefit payments to persons long out of 
work. 
A big question now is whether Congress should 
attempt to make state benefit payments more 
uniform and more adequate. The federal gov­ 
ernment could force such reforms by estab­ 
lishing benefit standards which the states would 
have to meet to maintain their eligibility to 
participate in the present system. Under existing 
law , a 3.1 per cent federal tax is levied against 
employers at $3,000 of each worker’s annual 
pay, but state unemployment insurance taxes of 
up to 2.7 per cent of payroll may be counted as 
an offset against the federal tax. Linking new' 
benefit standards to granting of the offset would 
exert powerful pressure for conformity. 
If, as often suggested, federal law should 
require payment of unemployment insurance 
benefits equal to one-half or even two-thirds of 
the recipient’s normal wages, instead of the 
prevailing average of one-fourth, the tax rate 
would have to be increased. President Kennedy 
suggested a 3.4 per cent tax on $5,200 of each 
worker’s annual pay (instead of the existing 3.1 
per cent on $3,000) to support such a standard. 
There is general apeem ent that long-term 
unemployment (extending beyond the benefit term 
of 26 weeks prevailing in a majority of states) 
should be handled under a separate provision of 
law', 
but 
there is disagreement on whether 
benefits for extended unemployment should be 
financed by a payroll tax or from general 
revenues.

Such a pact would require all

countries involved. It would fly 
-directly In the face of the At­ 
lantic Charter and even the 
U.N. 
Charter, both of which 
call for the “ self-determ ina­ 
tion of all peoples.” 
It would commit the United 
States and all NATO powers not 
to oppose communism within 
Warsaw Pact countries. 
The Warsaw Pact countries 
seem far off to many short­ 
sighted people. But tomorrow 
they could very well include 
C astro’s Cuba, Goulart's Bra­ 
zil, Cheddi Jagan's Guiana or 
Bosch’s Dominican Republic. 
All the nation would have to 
do would bo to join the pact. 
Thereupon the present de fac­ 
to detente with communism In 
the hemisphere would become 
de jure, at least in such coun­ 
tries as would join the Warsaw 
Pact. 
A new administration 
could not take a stand against 
established communism. 
Castro then will have been for­ 
mally and completely victori­ 
ous. The Soviet conquest of 
Cuba, flying as It does in the 
face of the Monroe Doctrine 
and the long series of OAS 
treaties, would be formally 
recognized. 
The President said on Sept­ 
ember 13, 1962 “ 
If Cu­ 
ba should ever attempt to ex­ 
port its aggressive purposes 
by force, or the threat of force 
against any nation of this hem­ 
isphere . . . then this country 
will do whatever must be done 
to protect its own security or 
that of its allies.” 
Cuba is exporting communism 
all over the hemisphere, with 
complete impunity. Commu - 
nist terrorists are destroying

on to handle the bitter civil 
rights turmoil in Alabama and 
who has drafted a new voting 
rights bill for the South is a 
mild-mannered, very firm law­ 
yer who got his job by not 
pushing. 
Nicholas Katzenbach has been 
in the Justice Department since 
the first days of the Kennedy 
Administration, and up until 
fairly recently, when kicking 
pickets were dragged from the 
hallway outside his office, the 
country at large had not heard 
much about him. 
He got his job through just 
■ the 
opposite tactics used by 
most job seekers — being unob­ 
trusive. 
When Bobby Kennedy bowed 
out as Attorney General, 
he 
asked LBJ to continue Katzen­ 
bach until after the election so 
he could establish himself in 
private law practice to better 
advantage 
later. 
Johnson 
thought it was only fair to honor 
the request of a retiring Cabinet 
member and told Kennedy he 
would keep Katzenbach as acting 
Attorney General until after the 
inauguration. 
On 
Inauguration 
Day, 
the 
President had a talk with his 
acting Attorney General, asked 
him 
what 
he wanted to do. 
Katzeniiach replied he would 
like to stay In government ser­ 
vice. He said he liked govern­ 
ment service and would be glad 
to stay on and do anything that 
came along. 
The President told him that 
Central intelligence was open, 
since John McCone was leaving. 
How would he like that? 
“ If my President asks me to 
serve I'll be glad to serv e—any 
place, replied the Attorney Gen­ 
eral. 
The President told Nick he 
would think it over and be in 
touch with him. Later, Mr. and 
Mrs. Katzeniiach came to din- 
ner — a farewell for retiring 
Secretary of Commerce Luther 
Hodges. 
Mrs. 
Johnson liked 
Mrs. Katzenbach, found tier a 
lady of charm and courtesy. 


So, a week or so later, the 
President invited the Katzen- 
bachs to come over for dinner 
privately. They didn't sit down 
until 10 P.M., the usual hour 
when the President dines.

DIVISION OF WELFARE 
The Division of W elfare was 
created ln j/946 as one of the 
th ree divisions of the Depart­ 
m ent of Public Health and W el­ 
fa re. 
The 'division is headed 
by a director appointed by the 
G overnor with senatorial con­ 
firm ation. Statutes provide that 
the director “ shall be a p er- 
on qualified by education and 
exp erience to supervise 
the 
work of the Division of W el­ 
fa re and shall be a citizen and 
taxpayer of M issouri“ 
(Sec. 
207.030, RSMo 1959). 
The Federal Soldiers' Home 
at St. Jam es was placed in the 
D ivision of Welfare in 1946 as 
part of the general adm inistra­ 
tive reorganization which fol­ 
low ed the adoption of the new 
constitution. The director of the 
D ivision of Welfare has 
no 
statutory authority to super­ 
v ise or direct the operations of 
the Home or its five - member 
board. 
• The Division of W elfare, by 
adm inistrative order, is divided 
into 
seven bureaus: 
finance; 
resea rch 
and statistics; stan­ 
dards and procedures; adm inis­ 
trative services; special se r v ­ 
ic es; blind; and local welfare 
s e r v ic e s. The bureaus for sp e­ 
c ia l serv ices and local welfare 
s e r v ic e s are the major line or 
operating bureaus. The other 
bureaus provide auxiliary se r v ­ 
ic e s and technical assistance 
n ecessa ry for the effective ca r­ 
rying out of the line functions. 
The division maintains a local 
o ffice 
In 
each county. 
Each 
county office is headed by a d i­ 
recto r appointed by the division 
d irecto r under merit system 
regulations. All county office 
em p loyees are state m em bers 
fo r each county. Com m ission 
m em b ers are appointed by the 
d irecto r of the Department of 
Public Health and W elfare from 
lis t s submitted by the county 
court. The duties of the county 
w elfare 
com m ission are ad­ 
v iso ry only. Supervision of the 
county offices is carried out 
through state and district field 
su p erv iso rs of the bureau 
of 
lo ca l welfare services. 
The D ivision of W elfare, by 
statu te, 
is charged with the 
responsibility of administering: 
(1) old age assistance to needy 
p erso n s over 65 years of age; 
(2) aid to dependent children; 
(3) aid to the permanently and 
totally disabled; 
(4) aid for direct or general 
r e lie f to the needy unemploya­ 
b les; 
(5) 
aid and services to the 
blind, and blind pensions; 
(6) child welfare services; 
(7) licensing and inspection 
o f child-caring institutions and 
child-placing agencies; and 
(8) hospital, drug, and dental 
ca re program s for recipients 
o f certain welfare program s.

The approach of Wednesday, March 17, and 
another St. Patrick’s Day serves as a pleasant 
reminder that the passions stirred by The 
Troubles have at last begun to subside. A few 
years ago the recent exchange of visits by the 
Prime Ministers of Northern Ireland and the 
Republic of Ireland would have been unthinkable. 
Yet Capt. Terrence O’Neill and Sean Lemass 
met iii Belfast in January and in Dublin last 
month, the first time in 42 years the heads of 
governments of the two lands had exchanged 
greetings. This was possible, perhaps, because 
both leaders are moderates and they both speak 
for a consensus of their people. 
Lemass has condemned guerrilla warfare and 
outlawed the Irish Republican Army. In the 
elections in Eire four years aeo the nationalist 
Sinn Fein party failed to elect a single member 
of Parliament. Similarly, Capt. O’Neill’s par­ 
ticipation in the talks with Lemass was sup­ 
ported by Orangemen and businessmen north 
of the 
border, 
though 
it was attacked by 
Protestant fanatics. 
The Republic still claims the six northern coun­ 
ties. Northern Ireland still pays fealty to the 
United Kingdom. But the poisons of decades are 
draining away. 
The recent return to Dublin of the body of Sir 
Roger Casement by Great Britain was another 
step toward conciliation. Sir Roger was from 
the north but he was a hero of the Rebellion 
in World War I and was hanged by the British 
as a traitor. Though a Protestant in life, Case­ 
ment’s state funeral and reburial was preceded 
by a solemn Requiem Mass in Dublin’s Roman 
Catholic Cathedral. Centuries of bitterness w ere 
buried with Casement in Glasnevin Cemetery.

DAY TAXES ARE DUE 
Every year at this time we read stories about 
the 
“ frantic pace of activities’’ at Internal 
Revenue Service offices, which made it sound 
as though we should all feel sorry for those 
poor, overworked people raking in all our 
money. 
Not only that. The stores always include what 
seems like a grudging comment — that the 
last-minute rush isonlywhat IRS officials expect 
because many taxpayers are “prone to put off 
essentials until the last possible moment.” 
Does it never occur to IRS officials that 
what they choose to call the last possible 
moment, the awesome deadline, is nothing 
more or less than the date set by law when 
these tax payments are due? 
To be sure, they can’t deny it. But the bal­ 
lyhoo thrown at the public for weeks before 
April 
15 must surely be intended to make 
every good citizen feel that unless he does 
get his return - and payment - in early he is 
an unmitigated slacker. 
Whereas, there is no legal, moral or other 
pressing reason why a person should pay the 
bill before it is due - - except for Internal Rev­ 
enue’s own convenience. 
Americans being a widely cantankerous peo­ 
ple, isn’t it quite possible this propaganda 
pitch has the reverse effect? 
With IRS yammering at them to mail their 
taxes early - just like they were Christmas 
presents! — it wouldn’t surprise us if a great 
many perverse characters don’t just sit on 
their returns for the sheer delight of getting 
them post-marked as late as possible on April 
15.

UNEMPLOYMENT BENEFITS IN PROSPERITY 
P r e s i d e n t 
Johnson has said 
on several 
occasions 
that m o d ern iz a tio n of the na­ 
t i o n ’s 
unemployment 
c o m p e n s a t i o n 
system would be an important part of his anti­ 
poverty program. The budget analysis sent to 
Congress on Jan. 25 pointed out that “ No 
federal legislation to improve this insurance 
system has been enacted in the last 10 years 
and, in many states, the coverage and dura­ 
tion of benefits are inadequate.” The system now 
covers less than two-thirds of the labor force, 
and its benefit payments are said to amount to 
only one-fourth of wages lost through unem­ 
ployment. 
Organized labor, which has long been pushing 
for increased unemployment insurance benefits, 
considers the present time politically favorable 
to press the fight. Nelson Cruikshank, veteran 
A.F . L. - C. I. O. specialist in social welfare 
matters, told a meeting of state government of­ 
ficials last October that the labor movement was 
“ deadly serious” in demanding improved job­ 
less benefits. The A. F. L.-C. I. O. executive 
council reiterated its stand in a statement in 
mid-February reminding the President of his 
“ expressed concern . . . over the condition of 
the unemployment insurance system .” 
Leading business organizations appear to be 
waiting for Johnson to submit specific rec­ 
ommendations to Congress before they ex­ 
press their views. Management’s position, how­ 
ever, has been made clear in earlier debate 
over jobless benefit changes: it adamantly op­ 
poses 
any change which would strengthen 
the power of the federal government to influence 
the provisions of state unemployment benefit 
programs. 
The 
unemployment 
insurance 
system was 
established under the Social Security Act of 


1935 -- the same law that created the system 
of old-age benefits. Whereas old-age insurance 
was organized on a strictly national basis, un­ 
employment insurance was instituted on a statc- 
by-state basis within the broad scojh' of certain 
criteria. The federal government serves as 
banker for the programs of the individual 
states, which maintain separate accounts in 
a special U. S. Treasury fund. The federal gov­ 
ernment pays the administrative costs of the 
system from the proceeds of a federal tax on 
cove red employe r s . 
A major consequence of the multi-state form of 
the unemployment insurance system is that each 
state has developed its own tax and benefit 
schedules, which over the years have become 
increasingly complex and diversified. Another 
ma jor consequence is that, because the insurance 
risk is spread only statewide rather than na­ 
tionwide, 
the 
states 
have had differing ex­ 
periences in maintaining the solvency of their 
programs. 
In bad years the reserve funds of some states, 
generally those with large numbers of jobless 
workers, have approached bankruptcy. Congress 
established a loan fund in 1954 to help states 
meet their benefit obligations in emergencies. 
Nevertheless, it has found it necessary twice 
since then (in 1958 and in 1961) to enact tempor­ 
ary legislation to help the states extend the dura­ 
tion of benefit payments to persons long out of 
work. 
A big question now is whether Congress should 
attempt to make state benefit payments more 
uniform and more adequate. The federal gov­ 
ernment could force such reforms by estab­ 
lishing benefit standards which the states would 
have to meet to maintain their eligibility to 
participate in the present system. Under existing 
law , a 3.1 per cent federal tax is levied against 
employers at $3,000 of each worker’s annual 
pay, but state unemployment insurance taxes of 
up to 2.7 per cent of payroll may be counted as 
an offset against the federal tax. Linking new 
benefit standards to granting of the offset would 
exert powerful pressure for conformity. 
If, as often suggested, federal law should 
require payment of unemployment insurance 
benefits equal to one-half or even two-thirds of 
the recipient’s normal wages, instead of the 
prevailing average of one-fourth, the tax rate 
would have to be increased. President Kennedy 
suggested a 3.4 per cent tax on $5,200 of each 
worker’s annual pay (instead of the existing 3.1 
per cent on $3,000) to support such a standard. 
There is general agreement that long-term 
unemployment (extending beyond the benefit term 
of 26 weeks prevailing in a majority of states) 
should be handled under a separate provision of 
law, 
but 
there is disagreement on whether 
benefits for extended unemployment should be 
financed by a payroll tax or from general 
revenues.

The Interim C ommittee on uni­ 
form traffic laws has proposed 
for consideration by the 73rd 
Missouri General Assembly a 
bill to adopt the Uniform T raf­ 
fic Ordlance. This bill calls for 
the regulation of vehicular and 
other traffic in cities and pro­ 
vides for its adoption by the 
cities. 
Legislation was introduced in

Katzenbach

UNEMPLOYMENT BEN EFITS IN PROSPERITY 
P r e s i d e n t 
Johnson has said 
on se v e ra l 
occasio n s 
that m o d e r n i z a t i o n of the na­ 
t i o n ’s 
unemployment 
c o m p e n s a t i o n 
sy stem would be an im portant part of his anti­ 
poverty program . The budget analysis sent to 
C o n g ress on Jan. 
25 pointed out that ‘‘No 
fe d e ra l legislation to im prove this insurance 
sy stem has been enacted in the last IO y e a rs 
and, in many states, the coverage and d u ra ­ 
tion of benefits are inadequate.” The system now 
c o v e rs le ss than tw o -th ird s of the labor force, 
and its benefit paym ents a re said to am ount to 
only one-fourth of w ages lost through unem ­ 
ploym ent. 
O rganized labor, which has long been pushing 
for increased unem ployment insurance benefits, 
co n sid e rs the present tim e politically favorable 
to p r e s s the fight. Nelson Cruikshank, v eteran 
A .F . L. - C» I. O. sp ec ia list in social w elfare 
m a tte rs , told a meeting of state governm ent of­ 
ficials last October that the labor movement was 
“ deadly se rio u s” in dem anding im proved job­ 
le ss benefits. The A. F. L .-C . I. O. executive 
council reiterated its stand in a statem ent in 
m id -F e b ru a ry rem inding the President of his 
‘‘e x p re sse d concern „ . . over the condition of 
the unemployment in su ran ce system .” 
Leading business organizations appear to be 
waiting tor Johnson to subm it specific r e c ­ 
om m endations to C o n g ress 
before they e x ­ 
p r e s s their views. M anagem ent’s position, how­ 
e v e r, has been made c le a r in earlier debate 
o v er jobless benefit changes: it adamantly o p ­ 
p o ses 
any 
change which would strengthen 
the jxjwer of the federal governm ent to influence 
the provisions of state unemployment benefit 
p ro g ra m s .

the unem ployment insurance sy stem is that each 
state has developed its own tax and benefit 
schedules, which over the y e a rs ha\e become 
increasing!) com plex and diversified. Another 
m ajor consequence is that, because the insurance 
risk is sp read only statew ide ra th e r than na­ 
tionwide, 
the 
states 
have had differing ex­ 
p erie n ces in m aintaining the solvency of their 
p ro g ra m s. 
In bad y e a rs the re s e rv e funds of some states, 
generally those w ith larg e num bers of jobless 
w o rk e rs, have approached bankruptcy. C ongress 
established a loan fund in 1954 to help s t a t e s 
m eet th e ir benefit obligations in em erg en cies. 
N evertheless, 
it has found it necessary twice 
since then (in 1958 and in 1961) to enact te m p o r­ 
ary legislation to help the sta te s extend the d u ra ­ 
tion of benefit paym ents to jv rso n s long out of 
work. 
\ big question now is w hether C ongress should 
attem pt to m ake state benefit paym ents m ore 
uniform and m o re adequate. The federal gov­ 
ernm ent could force such re fo rm s by e sta b ­ 
lishing benefit standards which the states would 
have to m eet to m aintain their eligibility to 
p articip ate in the present sy stem . I nder existing 
law, a 3.1 p er cent federal tax is levied against 
em p lo y ers at $3,000 of each w o rk er’s annual 
pay, but state unem ploym ent insurance taxes of 
up to 2.7 per cent of payroll may be counted as 
an offset against the federal tax.. Linking new 
benefit stan d ard s to granting of the offset would 
e x e rt powerful p re s s u re for conform ity. 
If, 
a s often 
suggested, federal law should 
re q u ire paym ent of unem ploym ent insurance 
benefits equal to one-half o r even tw o-thirds of 
the re c ip ie n t’s norm al w ages, instead of the 
p rev ailin g average of one-fourth, the tax ra te 
would have to be increased. P resid en t Kennedy 
suggested a 3.4 p er cent tax on $5,200 of each 
w o rk e r’s annual pay (instead of the existing 3.1 
p er cent on $3,000) to support such a standard. 
T h ere is gen eral agreem ent that lo n g -term 
unem ploym ent (extending beyond the benefit te rm 
of 26 w eeks prevailing in a rn ijority of states) 
should be handled under a se p a ra te provision of 
law, 
but 
th e re is disag reem en t on w hether 
benefits for extended unem ploym ent should be 
financed 
by 
a payroll tax or from general 
revenues.

The Interim co m m ittee on uni­ 
form traffic laws has proposed 
for consideration by the 73rd 
M issouri General Assembly a 
bill to adopt the Uniform T ra f­ 
fic Ord lance. This bill calls for 
the regulation of vehicular and 
oth er traffic in cities and p ro ­ 
vides for Its adoption by the 
cities. 
Legislation was Introduced in 
the 71st and 72nd M issouri Gen­ 
e ra l 
Assem bl) 
which, lf e n ­ 
acted, would have established a 
Model 
Traffic 
O rdinance for 
M issouri 
cities 
with 
a p ro ­ 
vision 
for 
adoption 
by r e f ­ 
eren ce. In each instance, these 
tv ii Is w ere passed iii the House 
of R epresentatives, but not by 
the Senate. 
The Model Traffic Ordinance 
is .I municipal supplement to the 
Union Vehicle Code. It dupli­ 
cates verbatim 
many of the 
driving ru les and other re q u ire ­ 
m ents contained in the Uniform 
Code 
which 
a re deem ed a p ­ 
p ro priate for inclusion in local 
traffic ordinances. The reg u ­ 
lations set forth in the Model 
Traffic 
Ordinance 
deal with 
su ch topics as traffic a d m in is­ 
tration, enforcem ent and traffic 
control devices. 
Colonel 
Hugh 
ll. Waggoner, 
Superintendent of Hie M issouri

DIVISION OF WELFARE 
The Division of Welfare was 
created In j/946 as one of the 
three dlvLsjpns of the Depart­ 
ment of Ruhllc Health and Wel­ 
fare. 
The 'division Is headed 
by a director appointed by the 
Governor with senatorial con­ 
firmation. Statutes provide that 
the director "shall t>e a per­ 
son qualified by education and 
experience to supervise 
the 
work of the Division of Wel­ 
fare and shall be a citizen and 
taxpayer of Missouri" (Sec. 
207.030, RSMo 1959). 
The Federal Soldiers* Home 
at St. James was placed In the 
Division of Welfare in 1946 as 
part of the general administra­ 
tive reorganization which fol­ 
lowed the adoption of the new 
constitution. The director of the 
Division of Welfare has 
no 
statutory authority to super­ 
vise or direct the operations of 
the Home or its five - member 
board. 
The Division of Welfare, by 
administrative order, is divided 
into seven bureaus: 
finance; 
research 
and statistics; stan­ 
dards and procedures; adminis­ 
trative services; special serv­ 
ices; blind; and local welfare 
services. The bureaus for spe­ 
cial services and local welfare 
services are the major line or 
operating bureaus. The other 
bureaus provide auxiliary serv­ 
ices and technical assistance 
necessary for the effective car­ 
rying out of the line functions. 
The division maintains a local 
office 
In 
each county. 
Each 
county office Is headed by a di­ 
rector appointed by the division 
director under merit system 
regulations. All county office 
employees are state members 
for each county. Commission 
members are appointed by the 
director of the Department of 
Public Health and Welfare from 
lists submitted by the county 
court. The duties of the county 
welfare commission are ad­ 
visory only. Supervision of the 
county offices Is carried out 
through state and district field 
supervisors of the bureau 
of 
local welfare services. 
The Division of Welfare, by 
statute, 
Is charged with the 
responsibility of administering: 
(1) old age assistance to needy 
persons over 65 years of age; 
(2) aid to dependent children; 
(3) aid to the permanently and 
totally disabled; 
(4) aid for direct or general 
relief to the needy unemploya­ 
bles; 
(5) aid and services to the 
blind, and blind pensions; 


(6) child welfare services; 
(7) licensing and Inspection 
of child-caring Institutions and 
child-placing agencies; and 
(8) hospital, drug, and dental 
care programs for recipients 
of certain welfare programs.
